AN ACT amending section one, chapter ninety-five, ﬁeneral
laws of 1871, “an act entitled to regulate the keeping of
slaughter houses in this state.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTioN 1. Section one of chapter ninety-five of the Amended_—pen

proved March 16, 1871, is hereby amended as follows:
After the words, * one hundred inhabitants,” strike out
the word, “and,” and insert the word, “or,” so that
-said section shall read as follows: If any person shall
erect, maintain or use any building heretofore erected
for the purpose of a slaughter-house, within the limits
of any vime of not less than one hundred inhabit-
ants, or within one-eighth of a mile from any dwelling
house or building used as a fplace of business, every
such person shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not
less than ten dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, at the
discretion of the court.

SEcTION 2. Every president of an incorpurated vil- Forfeiture tor
lage and chairman of the board of supervisors, who Humgnter®
shall knowingly permit any slaughter house to be used houses:

after he shall have been notified of any such violation,
shall forfeit for any such offense, a sam of notless than
fifteen or more than fifty dollars.

This act shall take effect and be 1n force
from and after its passage and publication.
